Frankfort on the Main, now contain- 


ing » population of about 100,000, u re- 
paled to be the richest city of it* MM 
in tbe whole world.

15,000 apiece. There are, a* may be 
ropposed, a good many very poor peo- 
ple in the lorn; but the citizens are, an 
a whole, in unusually comfortable cir- 
etunatancct, more so, probably, than the 
eitiieni of any other capital in Ger- 
many or Europe.
